Sarmiento and his sister were 
eventually placed in a Quia Vista 
foster home, while their brother was 
sent to Northern California* The 
Mundys, who lived down the street 
from the foster home, expressed in- 
terest in adopting Ronald's sister, 
then 7 years old. They agreed to 
adopt both children when county offi- 
cials told them they would also have 
io adopt Ronald.

ment of Social Services allowed the 
Mundys to adopt Ronald and Rana in .

Dear Mr. Mundy: 

After careful review, we have decided that your registration 
with the Boy scouts of America should be suspended. We are 
therefore compelled to request that you sever any relations that 
you have with Boy Scouts of America. 

You should understand that B.S.A, membership registration is 
a privilege and is not automatically granted to everyone who 
applies. We reserve the right to refuse registration whenever 
there is concern that an individual may not meet the high 
standards of membership which the B.S.A. seeks to provide for 
American youth.

regional review committee, please write to the regional director 
within 50 days of the date of this letter, explaining your version 
of the fact supporting your claim that your registration as a 
B.S.A. member should be reinstated. The procedures for a review 
of this decision are attached.

Dear Mr. Brundage: 



In response to your notice that my registration with the Boy 
Scouts of America is suspended I want to say that I understand 
your position and do not intend to appeal it. 

I believe however that it is important that I point out to you 
that my conscience is clear, that I have never admitted guilt to 
any crime and that the person who made allegations against me is 
a severely disturbed individual who was at the time our adopted 
son. I relied on the advice of my attorney and entered into an 
agreement that resulted in a S500 fine and probation that was 
terminated in 18 months. Subsequent to the plea the matter was 
adjudicated a misdeme anor, the plea withdrawn and the charge 
dismissed. The former has embarrassed us, used free legal 

assistance to harass us through the legal system and forced us to 
the point of bankruptcy. So you see this suspension is just one 
more piece of unwelcome news that we {my wife, son and daughter) 
will deal with somehow. 



My active involvement in Scouting ended last November and I did 
not have any plans for any new role in the future. 

In conclusion I want to say that I have never violated the Scout 
Oath, the Scout Law or any of the principles of Scouting but I 
have finally reached the point where I do not intend to attempt 
to defend myself publicly again.
